Forces on land, sea advance 
as Georgia seeks cease-fire 

TBILISI, GEORGIA I Russia battled Georgian 
forces on land and sea, reports said late 
Sunday, despite a Georgian cease-fire offer 
and its claim to be withdrawing from South 
Ossetia, the separatist Georgian province 
battered by days of intense fighting. 

Russia claimed to have sunk a Georgian 
boat that was trying to attack Russian vessels 
in the Black Sea, and Georgian officials said 
Russia sent tanks from South Ossetia into 
Georgia proper, heading toward a strategic 
city before being turned back. Russian planes 
on Sunday twice bombed an area near the 
Georgian capital’s airport, officials said. 

The violence appeared to show gargantuan 
Russia’s determination to subdue diminu- 
tive, U.S. -backed Georgia, even at the risk of 
international reproach. International envoys 
were heading in to try to end the conflict 
before it spreads throughout the Caucasus, 
a region plagued by ethnic tensions. 

South Ossetia broke away from Georgian 
control in 1992. Georgia, whose troops have 
been trained by American soldiers, began an 
offensive to regain control over South Ossetia 
overnight Friday, launching heavy rocket and 
artillery fire and air strikes that pounded the 
regional capital, Tskhinvali. Georgia says it was 
responding to attacks by separatists. 

In response, Russia launched massive 
artillery shelling and air attacks on Georgian

Democrat will mark 
anniversary of womens 
getting right to vote 

HONOLULUI Hillary Rodham Clin- 
ton will headline her own night at 
the Democratic National Conven- 
tion, Barack Obama’s campaign 
announced Sunday in a nod to her 
strong second-place showing in the 
party’s presidential primary. 

The former first lady will speak 
on the second night, Aug. 2 6 — the 
88 th anniversary 
of the women’s 
right to vote. The 
campaign and

Feds: Bus Line an Imminent Hazard’ 



National Transportation Safety Board investigators on Sunday combthrough 
the remains of a charter bus involved in a deadly accident early Friday that killed 17. 


Companies ordered 
to close after crash in 
Texas that killed 17 

SHERMAN, TEXAS I Companies 
linked to a bus that crashed in 
Texas and killed 17 people pose 
an “imminent hazard” and must 
cease commercial operations, fed- 
eral officials said Sunday, shortly 
after authorities took another bus 
out of service in Missouri because 
it failed an inspection. 

Inspectors found the other bus 
operating in Carthage, Mo., said 
National Transportation Safety 
Board spokeswoman Debbie Hers- 
man. It was registered to Iguala 
BusMex Inc., the unlicensed com- 
pany that also owned the bus in the 
Texas crash. 

The Federal Motor Carrier Safe- 
ty Administration issued its cease- 
operations order to Iguala BusMex 


and Angel Tours Inc., of which 
Angel De La Torre is owner and 
president. A second order issued to 
him finds that his “activities in con- 


nection with motor carrier opera- 
tions pose an ‘imminent hazard’ to 
the public.” 

The bus in the Texas crash 


mashed into a guardrail and skid- 
ded off a highway early Friday at 
Sherman near the Oklahoma bor- 
der, killing 12 people at the scene 
and five others who died at hos- 
pitals. 

The passengers, most of them 
from three Vietnamese Catholic 
congregations in Houston, were 
traveling to Missouri for an annual 
religious festival. 

Authorities have also released 
the driving record of the bus driver, 
52-year-old Barrett Wayne Brous- 
sard. Since 2001, he has been cited 
by police three times — once for 
driving while intoxicated and twice 
for speeding. 

Lt. Bob Fair of the Sher- 
man Police Department said his 
agency is finishing inspections 
of the bus. He declined to com- 
ment on whether any criminal 
charges would be filed in the case.

The temporary restraining order, 
issued by a U.S. district judge in 
Massachusetts, prevented the Mas- 
sachusetts Institute of Technology 
students from demonstrating at the 
Defcon conference in Las Vegas 
how to use the vulnerabilities to 
get free rides. 

The Electronics Frontier Foun- 
dation, which is representing MIT 
students Zack Anderson, R.J. Ryan 
and Alessandro Chiesa, plans 


to fight the order, said Jennifer 
Granick, the group’s civil liberties 
director. 

The Massachusetts Bay Trans- 
portation Authority said in a com- 
plaint filed Friday that the students 
offered to show others how to use 
the hacks before giving the transit 
system a chance to fix the flaws. 

But Granick said the students 
were simply trying to share their 
research and planned to omit key 
information that would make things 
easier for anyone who actually want- 
ed to hack the system, (ap)

Calif. Mulls Baby Bottle Bill 


Lawmakers may vote 
to limit bisphenol A 
in childrens products 

SACRAMENTO, CALIF. I Responding 
to growing consumer anxiety, Cali- 
fornia lawmakers are considering 
enacting what could be the first 
statewide restrictions on a chemi- 
cal found in plastic baby bottles and 
infant formula cans. 

The bill would require that 
all products or food containers 
designed for children 3 years and 
younger contain only trace amounts 
of the chemical, bisphenol A. 

There is little dispute that bis- 
phenol A can disrupt the hormon- 


al system, but scientists differ on 
whether the very low amounts found 
in food and beverage containers can 
be harmful. 

The National Toxicology Pro- 
gram, a partnership of federal 
health agencies, said in a recent 
draft report that there is “some 
concern” that the chemical can 
cause changes in behavior and the 
brain, and that it may reduce sur- 
vival and birth weight in fetuses. 
The conclusion was based on ani- 
mal studies. 

However, the Food and Drug 
Administration’s associate com- 
missioner for science, Dr. Norris 
Alderson, told Congress in June 
that there was no reason for con- 


sumers to stop using products that 
contain the chemical. 

Despite the uncertainty, con- 
sumer concern has prompted some 
governments and retailers to act. 

Congress is considering legis- 
lation to ban it in children’s prod- 
ucts, and Canada has announced it 
intends to ban the use of the chemi- 
cal in baby bottles. 

At least 11 other states have con- 
sidered bills to restrict it. 

California’s bill was approved 
earlier this year by the state Sen- 
ate, and it is awaiting a vote by the 
Assembly. It’s not yet clear whether 
Gov. Arnold Schwarzenegger will 
sign it if the Legislature sends it to

Venomous Viper 
Disappears From 
Texas Aquarium 

GALVESTON, TEXAS I Police are 
investigating the disappearance of 
a venomous snake from an aquar- 
ium in Galveston, Texas, and say 
they believe the reptile has been 
stolen. 

The 10 -inch-long African bush 
viper was last seen Thursday evening 
at the Moody Gardens aquarium. 

Officials say the fastener hold- 
ing a padlock on the snake exhibit 
appeared to have been tampered 
with and damaged. The snake’s 
venom is not deadly to humans but 
could cause serious health prob- 
lems. Staffers have taken X-rays 
of the other three vipers to make 
sure they did not eat the missing 
snake, (ap)

Cockfighting’s Last Stand 


On Friday, La. will 
become the final state 
to outlaw the events 

BATON ROUGE, LA. I Gory and bucolic 
all at once, cockfights have drawn 
crowds to small-time pits and 
full-blown arenas in towns across 
Louisiana for generations. By next 
week, they’ll be against the law — 
everywhere. 

On Friday, Louisiana will 
become the last state to outlaw the 
rooster fights, a move that cock- 
fighting enthusiasts say marks the 
end of a rich rural tradition. 


“The culture, the custom of the 
Cajun people, it’s gone,” said Chris 
Daughdrill, who breeds fighting 
roosters in Loranger, a commu- 
nity about 50 miles north of New 
Orleans. “It’s another one of the 
rights that big government has 
taken away from the people.” 

Maybe so, but supporters and 
opponents agree that the blood 
sport won’t be wiped out entire- 
ly. Like bootlegging, cockfights 
will continue on the sly in remote 
areas. 

“They’re still going to fight. 
They’re still going to fight for years 
to come,” said Elizabeth Barras, 


who with her husband, Dale, ran a 
cockfighting pit in St. Martin Par- 
ish for 14 years. 

The fights between specially 
trained roosters are held in large 
arenas or in backyards. The birds 
are fitted with sharp metal blades 
or curved spikes on their legs, and 
instinctively attack each other. 
The match can last over an hour, 
with one or both animals dead or 
maimed. 

In banning the fights, Louisiana 
relented after years of pressure from 
the Humane Society of the United 
States and other animal-rights

Thousands Are

T 0 R 0 N T 0 I Explosions at a propane 
facility forced thousands of people 
to evacuate a northwestern Toronto 
neighborhood early Sunday. Wit- 
nesses described an enormous 
fireball that lit up the sky for miles. 
Some residents said the blast was so 
forceful they felt their homes rock 
as though they had been struck by 
an earthquake. 

Firefighters were battling blazes 
at the Sunrise Propane Industrial 
Gasses facility hours later. A worker 
at the plant was unaccounted for, 
Toronto police spokesman Mark 
Pugash said. Some residents suf- 
fered minor injuries. 

One firefighter died, although 
Toronto fire services division chief 
David Sheen said the veteran fire- 
fighter did not die of any trauma 
inflicted at the scene. He could not 
say whether the firefighter had a pre- 
existing medical condition, (ap) 


Thousands flee area 
as Russian, Georgian 
forces engage in battle 

VLADIKAVKAZ, RUSSIA I Refugees 
from South Ossetia on Sunday 
described being shelled, shot at and 
forced to run for their lives — leaving 
homes, family members and most of 
what they had owned behind. 

They talked of hiding in the 
woods, being mocked by Georgian 
soldiers and passing the dead on 
the roadside. 

Hundreds of refugees from the 
fighting in the Georgian breakaway 
region sought shelter in Russia on 
Sunday. They were among thou- 
sands who fled the region, and in 
particular the capital city of Tskh- 
invali, in recent days as Georgian 
forces battled for control. 

Marina Dudayeva, a woman in 
her early 20s, fled from Tskhinvali 
wearing only her bed clothes and 
a pair of plastic slippers. On Sun- 
day, she found herself at a leafy, 
run-down summer camp near Ala- 
gir in the Russian region of North 
Ossetia, just across the border from 
South Ossetia. 

The residents of both regions are 
ethnic Ossetians, and have close 
family and cultural ties. 

Dudayeva doesn’t know what 
happened to relatives she left behind, 
including her 19 -year- old brother.

Many who fled still appeared to 
be in shock. 

“The Georgians burned all of our 
homes,” said one elderly woman as 
she sat on a bench with three other 
white-haired survivors.

Before the woman could give 
her name, police at the camp inter- 
rupted the interview. Two foreign 
reporters were later fined for work- 
ing without special permission in a 
restricted border zone.

Voters ratify mandate 
of Bolivian president 
in recall referendum 

LA PAZ, BOLIVIA I Voters strongly 
reaffirmed their faith in President 
Evo Morales on Sunday in a recall 
referendum that the Bolivian leader 
devised to try to break a political 
stalemate in the bitterly divided 
Andean nation, partial unofficial 
results showed. 

Also subject to recall were eight 
of the country’s nine governors, 
three of whom were ousted, accord- 
ing to a quick count by the Ipsos- 
Apoyo firm. They included two 
opponents of Bolivia’s first indig- 
enous president. 

Nearly 61 percent of voters rat- 
ified the mandate of Morales and 
his vice president, Alvaro Garcia,

television network. The two were 
elected in December 2005 with 
53.7 percent of the vote.

America’s poorest country. 

His leftist agenda has met with 
bitter opposition in the unabash- 
edly capitalistic eastern half of 
the country, where protesters last 
week blockaded airports to keep 
Morales from touching down for 
campaign visits. 

All four governors there eas- 
ily survived Sunday’s plebiscite, 
as expected. But the initial results 
indicate Morales did score gains 
with the defeat of opposition gov- 
ernors in the highland province of 
La Paz and in Cochabamba, seat of 
his coca-growers movement. 

Under the law that set the ref- 
erendum’s rules, politicians whose 
“no” votes exceed the percentage by 
which they were elected are ousted.

BEIJING I Police investigating the 
stabbing death of the father of a for- 
mer U.S. Olympian said Sunday the 
suspect was distraught over fam- 
ily problems. Chinese authorities 
unsettled by the attack during the 
Beijing Olympics tightened security 
at tourist spots around the city. 

Wang Wei, vice president of the 
Beijing Olympic organizing commit- 
tee, said Sunday that security in and 
around Olympic venues was already 
sufficient but would be increased at 
scenic spots around the city.

Driver Dies in Bay Bridge Accident

2 injured in 3-vehicle 
crash; tractor-trailer 
truck falls into water 

Traffic was backed up on both sides 
of the Bay Bridge Sunday afternoon 
in the aftermath of a three-vehicle 
crash that sent a tractor-trailer 
truck hurtling into the waters of the 
Chesapeake early in the day. 

The crash, shortly before 
4 a.m., left the truck’s driver dead 
and two people from a passenger 
vehicle hospitalized with injuries, 
officials said. 

Mountaire Farms, a poultry 
processing company based in Sel- 
byville, Del., owns the truck, accord- 
ing to company spokesman Roger 
Marino. He said he did not know 
the driver’s name or what the truck 


was hauling. 

“It is a tragic loss for the Moun- 
taire family, because it is a close-knit 


company. Our thoughts and prayers 
are with the family,” he said. “We 
will be assisting the authorities as 


we wait for more information.” 

The 18 -wheeler, which fell about 
30 to 40 feet, was upright, and its 
top was visible in about 10 feet of 
water in the Chesapeake Bay. 

State engineers were headed to 
inspect the bridge for structural 
integrity and safety, said Corporal 
Jonathan Green of the Maryland 
Transportation Authority Police. 
The bridge, which is part of U.S. 
50/301, includes two spans — a 
newer three-lane bridge, and an 
older, two-lane bridge. 

Officials did not know how 
the crash happened, but the 
tractor-trailer’s plunge into the 
water damaged a 10- to 15-foot- 
wide section of the jersey wall of 
the older bridge, which is typi- 
cally used for east-bound traffic.

RICHMOND, VA. | Government sta- 
tistics show farmland in Virginia is 
worth more than agricultural land 
in surrounding states. 

The average agricultural acre 


in Virginia is valued at $5,900. 
The next highest in the region is 
North Carolina at $4,800 per acre. 
West Virginia is last in the region 
at $2,700, but it posted the biggest 


increase last year — 8 percent. 

The National Agricultural Sta- 
tistics Service says Virginia’s farm 
real estate grew 3.5 percent last 
year. Nationally, farm real estate 
averaged a record $2,350 per acre, 
up 8.8 percent from 2007. (ap) 


RICHMOND, VA. I Virginia’s tax bur- 
den has crept up to its highest level 
in three decades, according to a 
nonprofit group. 

However, a spokesman for the 
Tax Foundation says the change 
is not cause for alarm. The state’s 
tax burden has remained rela- 
tively steady over the years, and at 
No. 18 among the 50 states, Vir- 
ginia remains firmly in the middle 
of the pack. 

Virginia’s 2007 ranking in the 
foundation’s annual study of state- 
local tax burden is its highest since 
1977- It’s lowest ranking was in 
1993, when it came in at No. 35.

Card-counting whiz 
looks to take fantasy 
football to Facebook 

INTERNET | By the time he gradu- 
ated from MIT, Jeff Ma already 
had led a life many guys dream 
about. His card-counting prow- 
ess at blackjack tables during 
wild weekends in Las Vegas and 
Atlantic City won him and his col- 
lege buddies millions of dollars, 
inspiring a best-selling book and 
the recent movie “21.” 

Now 35 years old, Ma thinks 
he can hit his next jackpot in a 
different fantasyland — the fan- 
ciful football leagues that will 
preoccupy millions of people dur- 
ing the next four months as they 
accumulate points based on the 
statistics of NFL players picked 
for their imaginary teams. 

Hoping to introduce a younger 
generation to the game of fantasy 


football, Ma and his primary busi- 
ness partner, Mike Kerns, have 
launched a program that enables 
the leagues to be managed with- 
in the popular Internet hangout 


Facebook. 

Ma and Kerns, who run Citizen 
Sports Inc., reason that fantasy 
sports are ideally suited for online 
social networks such as Facebook 


because the leagues are typically 
formed by groups of friends look- 
ing to deepen their bonds. 

The idea was compelling 
enough to persuade Sports Illus- 
trated to stamp its name on the 
program, its first fantasy football 
venture. 

The magazine spent the past 
decade on the sidelines watch- 
ing Yahoo, ESPN and CBS build 
popular Web sites to help manage 
the leagues. 

The 54-year-old magazine, 
owned by Time Warner Inc. is 
providing content for Citizen 
Sports’ fantasy football program, 
handling all the advertising sales 
and promoting the service for its 
print edition and Web site. 

“We think this can change the 
fantasy landscape,” said Jeff Price, 
president of Sports Illustrated’s 
digital operations. 

Still, the odds appear to be 
stacked against San Francisco- 


based Citizen Sports because the 
most rabid fantasy football fans 
are entrenched in leagues that 
have been running for years on 
other Web sites. 

“The switching costs for people 
to leave a league to come over to 
another site is a significant hur- 
dle,” Price said. 


Fantasy sports 
are ideally suit- 
ed for online 
social networks 
like Facebook. 


But he believes it will be eas- 
ier for Citizen Sports because 
having its program run on Face- 
book, where millions of people 
already spend hours every day, 
“brings fantasy football to the 
player instead of having the player 
come to you.” 

The field is led by Yahoo Inc., 
whose fantasy football site drew 

6.6 million U.S. visitors in the 
opening month of the season last 
year, followed by ESPN.com at 

2.6 million visitors, according to

OLYMPICS BASKETBALL I In one 
heart-pounding minute in the 
first half, LeBron James dunked 
off a nifty underhanded feed from 
Dwyane Wade. Then 
Kobe Bryant flew in 
and jammed. Then it 
was Chris Bosh’s turn 
to rattle the rim. 

As the backboard 
swayed, some might have recalled 
the fabled Dream Team. The final 
score — U.S. 101, China 70 — might 
also draw comparisons. 

This was the biggest basketball 
game in Chinas history and perhaps

U.S. Volleyball 
Wins Match for 
Mourning Coach 

OLYMPICS VOLLEYBALL I The volley- 
ball players huddled, had a moment 
of silence, and then set out on their 
mission — to do what little they could 
to ease the pain of their grieving 
coach and his shattered family. 

Coach Hugh McCutcheon and his 
wife, 2004 volleyball Olympian Elisa- 
beth “Wiz” Bachman, would miss this 
game. They spent 
the day at Beijing 
hospital; a day 
before, her father 
was killed and her 
mother critically 
injured by a sui- 
cidal, knife-wield- 
ing attacker. 

And so the U.S. men’s team was 
determined to play their best — for 
their coach and for his in-laws, both 
of them devoted fans. Despite a mid- 
match letdown, the Americans per- 
severed in an opening-round match, 
defeating Venezuela 3-2. 

“Hearing the news was tragic, 
stunning — words can’t describe it,” 
said team captain Tom Hoff “‘How 
can I help?’ That’s all we were think- 
ing. ... We talked about how the best 
thing we could do was try to play vol- 
leyball.” DAVID CR ARY (AP)

a performance to match the moment 
as it took its first step toward Olym- 
pic hoops redemption. 

“I’ve never felt an environment 
quite like this,” said Bryant, a vet- 
eran of five NBA Finals. 

< The sparkling Wukesong Indoor 
o Stadium began to buzz an hour 
£ before tipoff. But it didn’t feel like 
much of a home court for the Chinese. 
Team USA took the floor to a roar 


that was every bit as loud as the cheer 
when China came on the floor. 

President Bush visited with the 
U.S. players before the game. 

“He basically came up to us and 
said, I’m here to support you, our 
country supports you, so go out there 
and kick some butt,”’ Bryant said. 

The U.S. did that eventually. But 
for one half, the game met the expec- 
tations of the hosts. The Americans 
may be treated like rock stars here, 
but they suffered from a bit of stage 
fright early on. The U.S. turned the 
ball over on its first possession, and 
the Chinese grabbed a quick lead on 
a three by Yao. 

“He scripted it perfect,” Wade 
said. “You just had to smile because 
you couldn’t write it any better.”

Team needs a draw 
against Nigeria to 
advance to quarters 

OLYMPICS SOCCER I The United 
States was within seconds of a 
major win and a quarterfinal berth 
in men’s Olympic soccer. Now it’s 
a tie away. 

The Americans allowed a goal on 
a free kick by Gerald Sibon in the 
third minute of injury time, forcing 


them to settle for a 2-2 tie with the 
Netherlands on Sunday night and 
swallow a lot of frustration. 

“We were very close to being in 
the quarterfinals, and now we are 
very far,” U.S. coach Peter Nowak 
said. “Before the game, nobody gave 
us a chance. And I think we played 
pretty good. You can look at this as 
half-empty or half-full.” 

The result left the United States 
with four points, tied atop Group B 
with Nigeria and two ahead of the 


Netherlands. Japan has zero. Only 
two teams advance. 

The U.S. team faces off against 
the Nigerians on Wednesday in the 
final group game for both in Beijing. 
The Dutch will need a victory against 
Japan while the United States, with 
a superior goal difference to Nigeria, 
will require only a tie to advance. 

“I’m still really bummed,” U.S. 
midfielder Robbie Rogers said. 
“That’s the best I’ve seen us play.”

U.S. swimmer is 4th 
in qualifying for the 
200m freestyle finals 

OLYMPICS SWIMMING I Michael 
Phelps qualified fourth-fastest 
in the Olympic 200-meter free- 
style preliminaries Sunday night, 
about nine hours after winning a 
gold medal in the 400 individual 
medley. 

Phelps never led in his heat and 
touched in 1 minute, 46.48 seconds, 
well off his world record set at last 
year’s world championships. 

“Tonight was just a race to get 
into tomorrow,” he said. “I just try 
to conserve everything and make it 
into the semifinal. I try to bank as 
much rest as I can tonight — recov- 
er and sleep and try to warm down 
and get out of here as fast as I can, 
so I’m not getting so run down.” 

After Phelps returned to his

OLYMPICS GYMNASTICS I China 
issued the challenge, and the short- 
handed U.S. women couldn’t answer 
on Sunday. 

Neither powerhouse was at its 
best, andthe Americans were severe- 
ly handicapped after Samantha 
Peszek sprained her 
left ankle in warm- 
ups. On floor, vault 
and balance beam, 
the Americans could 
put up only four gym- 
nasts — meaning they had no room 
for error. To surpass the Chinese in 
the team event without a full team 
will be extremely difficult. 

Peszek and Chellsie Memmel did 
one event each, the uneven bars, 
and neither performed particularly 
well. Memmel even fell. 

So, despite the excellence of world 
champ and native Iowan Shawn 
Johnson, who drew the only chants 
of “USA, USA” with her balance 
beam routine, the United States 
trailed the hosts by 1.475 points. 

“There somewhat is relief the day 
is over. We overcame so much, it was 
all kind of a whirlwind,” Johnson 
said. “And we got the nerves out and 
the mistakes out.” barry wilner (ap) 
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The number of games the first-place Tampa Bay Rays have won this season after beating 
Seattle 11-3 on Sunday, the mostthefranchise has ever won. Theteam went 70-91 in 2004 
and finished 30.5 games behind the Yankees. There are 45 games remaining this season.

Zorn has impressed 
his players with his 
preseason play-calling 

REDSKINS I Rookie Redskins coach 
Jim Zorn has found a way to win 
the confidence of his players. He 
predicted days in advance the plays 
that would succeed in both of Wash- 
ington’s preseason victories. 

“Coach Z pretty much called out 
the plays that were going to be the 
plays that stand out in the game,” 
running back Clinton Portis said. 
“That’s two weeks in a row. When 
you get that belief and that excite- 
ment, it’s good to see.” 

The Redskins improved to 2-0 
with Saturday night’s 17-14 victory 
over the Bills, and in both games the 
first-team offense had solid num- 
bers. Starting quarterback Jason 


Campbell, even though he’s learning 
a new playbook, is 12-for-15 with a 
125.6 rating over the two games. 

But the players are particularly 
impressed with Zorn’s knack for 
knowing which plays will lead to 
big results. The 12-yard touchdown 
pass from Todd Collins to Ladell 
Betts in the second quarter— a 
wonderfully executed screen — was 
one such call. 

“I think it helps the confidence of 
the team,” Zorn said. “There were a 
couple of plays during the week that 
I said, When I get here, I’m calling 
this play, and it’s going to be suc- 
cessful when I call it.’ And it sort of 
happened, you know? It did.” 

That both games were victories 
is also good for morale, including 
Zorn’s. Some coaches treat exhibi- 
tions as glorified scrimmages with 
little or no regard for the final scores,

but the thrill of victory as a head guy 
is a new sensation for Zorn. 

“I want to practice winning, for 
me as ahead coach,” he said. “It’s not 
like I’m gritting my teeth and I’m 
punching guys and grabbing guys 
and shaking guys or anything like 
that, but it’s just that I like to win.” 

Zorn reviewed the game with a 
balance of the good and the realis- 
tic, noting that the team has “a lot of 
work to do.” The tempo of the offense 
is better but still not where he’d like 
it, and the defenses he’ll face in the 
regular season will be much more 
complex than in August. 

Yet there’s little doubt that his 
students are catching on fast. 

“It’s football,” Portis said. 
“How hard can football be? Once 
you get the terminology down, 
you’re still doing the same thing.”

Harrington Wins 2nd Straight Major 


British Open champ 
storms back as Sergio 
stumbles on final holes 

GOLF I Padraig Harrington rallied 
from three shots behind Sunday to 
win the PGA Championship, closing 
with a 4 -under 66 to become only 
the fourth player to win the British 
Open and PGA in the same year. 

If the winner was familiar, so 
was the finish. Harrington shot a 
32 on the back nine, just as he did 


at Royal Birkdale last month, and he 
came up with three big putts down 
the stretch. He made a 12-foot par 
on the 16th to catch Sergio Garcia, 
and Ben Curtis took the lead with 
an 8 -foot birdie on the par-3 17th, 
then closed out the Spaniard with an 
18 -foot par for a two-shot victory. 

“I think I was willing them into 
the hole at that stage,” Harrington 
said. “You have to get focused and 
give it a go.” 

The Irishman ended Europe’s 
78-year drought in the PGA Cham-

pionship, and he joined Tiger Woods, 
Nick Price and Walter Hagen as the 
only players to win the final two 
majors in the same year. 

Garcia was poised to finally prove 
he could win a major, leading by one 
shot in the middle of the 16th fair- 
way. But he hit 6-iron into the water 
and had to scramble for bogey, then 
missed a 4 -foot birdie putt on the 
17th to fall one shot behind. 

“I feel like I gave it my best,” said 
Garcia, a runner-up in a major for

Alternate Route 


2nd-ranked U.S. tennis 
player opts to compete 
in D.C., not Beijing 

LEGG MASON I Top-ranked American 
James Blake is in Beijing this week 
representing the United States in 
the Olympics. Roger Federer, Rafael 
Nadal and Novak Djokovic are all 
fighting the smog to play for their 
countries. 

So, why did Andy Roddick, the 
second-ranked American tennis 
player, choose to instead defend 
his title at the Legg Mason Classic 
in Washington this week? 

“It was probably one of the most 
difficult decisions I’ve had to make 
in my career,” Roddick said. “You 
usually don’t have to choose between 
two huge events. ... At the end of my 
career I want to make some runs in 
slams, and I felt the best way to do 
that is to play a lot in the hard-court 
season and get my body ready for 
[the U.S. Open].” 

Starting Monday, the Legg Mason 
Classic is one of nine tournaments 
that make up the U.S. Olympus 
Open Series, which culminates with 
the U.S. Open, the last grand slam 
event of the year and an event Rod- 
dick says is like none other. 

“I don’t think any other tourna- 
ment in the world has that kind of 
almost rock show kind of feel to it,” 
the ninth-ranked player and 2003 
U.S. Open winner said. “It’s not just 
a tennis tournament. It’s an event 
in everyday life and in pop culture. 
It has transcended tennis. And it’s 
fun to be a part of that.” 

Roddick doesn’t want the same 
thing to happen to him this year that

happened in 2004, when he attended 
the Olympics in Athens, Greece. 

“It was pretty tough coming back 
on short notice,” Roddick said. “I 
was playing good tennis at the time, 
but I remember feeling a little bit 
beat up before that Open.” 

Roddick has had success at Legg 
Mason in the past, having won three 
titles in D.C. But if he is looking for a 
walk in the park, he may not find it in 
Rock Creek Park. A shoulder injury 
kept him out of a World Team Ten- 
nis match on July 12, and he could 
go up against a tough opponent in 
Marat Safin, who reached the semi- 
finals at Wimbledon. 

Still, Roddick is glad to be in 
D.C. for another summer. 

“It’s always been a big part of my 
U.S. Open preparation,” he said. 
“And, hopefully, it will continue to

Soul Loses a Legend 



Singer Isaac Hayes’ 
career influenced 
music, TV and film 

0 B l T u A R Y I Isaac Hayes, the pioneer- 
ing singer, songwriter and musician 
whose “Theme From Shaft” won 
Academy and Grammy awards, 
died Sunday in Memphis, Tenn. 
He was 65. 

A family member found Hayes 
unresponsive near a treadmill, and 
he was pronounced dead about an 
hour later at Baptist East Hospital 
in Memphis, according to the sher- 
iff s office. The cause of death was 
not immediately known. 

In the early 1970s, Hayes laid 
the groundwork for disco, for what 
became known as urban-contempo- 
rary music and for romantic croon- 
ers like Barry White. And he was 
rapping before there was rap. 

His career hit another high in 
1997? when he became the voice of 
Chef, the sensible school cook and 
devoted ladies’ man on the animat- 
ed TV show “South Park.” 

The album “Hot Buttered Soul” 
made Hayes a star in 1969- His 
shaven head, gold chains and sun- 
glasses gave him a compelling visu- 
al image. He sang in a “cool” style 
unlike the usual histrionics of big- 
time soul singers. And he prefaced 
the song with “raps,” and the num- 


bers ran longer than three minutes 
with lush arrangements. 

“Jocks would play it at night,” 
Hayes recalled in 1999. “They could 
go to the bathroom, they could get 
a sandwich or whatever.” 

Next came “Theme From Shaft,” 


a No. 1 hit in 1971 from the film 
“Shaft.” At the Oscar ceremony in 
1972, Hayes performed the song 
wearing an eye-popping amount 
of gold and received a standing 
ovation. TV Guide later chose it as 
No. 18 in its list of television’s 25 


most memorable moments. He won 
an Academy Award for the song and 
was nominated for another one for 
the score. The song and score also 
won him two Grammys. 

A self-taught musician, he was 
hired in 1964 by Stax Records 
of Memphis as a backup pianist, 
working as a session musician for 
Otis Redding and others. He also 
played saxophone. 

He began writing songs, estab- 
lishing a songwriting partnership 
with David Porter, and in the 1960s 
they wrote such hits for Sam and 
Dave as “Hold on, I’m Coming” and 
“Soul Man.” In 1972, he won anoth- 
er Grammy for his album “Black 
Moses” and earned a nickname he 
reluctantly embraced. 

Hayes was born in 1942 in a tin 
shack in Covington, Tenn. He was 
raised by his maternal grandparents 
after his mother died and his father 
left when Hayes was an infant. 

As a child, Hayes wanted to be 
a doctor but was redirected when 
he won a talent contest in ninth 
grade by singing Nat King Cole’s 
“Looking Back.” 

Hayes was elected to the Rock 
and Roll Hall of Fame in 2002. 

“I knew nothing about the busi- 
ness, or trends and things like that,” 
he said in 1999. “I think it was a 
matter of timing. I didn’t know 
what was unfolding.” (ap) 



Bernie Mac, dead 
at 50, paved his own 
roadway to stardom 

APPRECIATION I Bernie Mac blended 
style, authority and a touch of self- 
aware bluster to make audiences 
laugh as well as connect with him. 
For Mac, who died Saturday at age 
50, it was a winning mix, deliver- 
ing him from a poor childhood to 
stardom as a stand-up comedian, in 
films including the casino heist caper 


“Ocean’s Eleven” and his acclaimed 
sitcom “The Bernie Mac Show.” 

Mac died Saturday morning of 
complications from pneumonia in 
a Chicago-area hospital. Mac suf- 
fered from sarcoidosis, an inflam- 
matory lung disease, but had said 
the condition went into remission in 
2005. He recently was hospitalized 
and treated for pneumonia, which 
his publicist said was not related to 
the disease. 

Mac worked his way to success 
from an impoverished upbringing

in Chicago. He began doing stand- 
up as a child, telling jokes for spare 
change on subways. 

He was one of “The Original 
Kings of Comedy” in the 2000 
documentary that brought a new 
generation of black stand-up com- 
edy stars to a wider audience. 

“The majority of his core fan base 
will remember that when they paid 
their money to see Bernie Mac ... he 
gave them their money’s worth,” said 
Steve Harvey, one of his “Kings” co-

Randy Newman calls 
it like he sees it on 
‘Harps and Angels’ 

MUSIC I Randy Newman skewers 
the Supremes on his new album, 
and it’s not Diana Ross he’s singing 
about. “Harps and Angels” targets 
the Supreme Court troika of Scalia, 
Alito and Thomas in a verse sure to 
draw the ire of the PC police. 

Newman’s first album of new 
material in nine years also includes 
a blues song about his discovery of 
the afterlife, a peppy tune for immi- 
grants, a Weill-style discordant take 
on the State of the Union, and two 
lovely ballads that Josh Groban 
could sing, and probably will. 

“Harps and Angels” is typical 
Newman fare in that it’s unlike any- 
thing else, and while he has ranked 
for decades among America’s best 
songwriters, with these 10 songs he 
raises the bar still higher. His come- 
dic touch with the lyrics is sharp- 
er than ever, and his droll delivery 
makes the most of the material. The 
music is also a delight, with New- 
man tapping his talent as a film 
composer more than on his previ- 
ous solo albums.

INSECTS I “A giant leap for man- 
kind” was what Neil Armstrong 
famously called it on July 20, 1969, 
the second that his booted foot first 
pressed firmly into lunar soil. Imag- 
ine what that momentous occur- 
rence must have been like for the 
common housefly.

You probably haven’t imagined 
that, but let “Fly Me to the Moon” 
and director Ben Stassen do the 
imagining for you. The premise 
of this $25 million feature-length 
cartoon — the first animated fea- 
ture created from the ground up as 
a 3-D attraction — is that a trio of 
tween houseflies stows away with 
Buzz Aldrin, Michael Collins and 
Armstrong on Apollo 11 for the first 
manned space mission to the moon. 
The film launches Aug. 15 with a 


cast including Christopher Lloyd, 
Kelly Ripa and Tim Curry. 

Within its own Looney Tune 
framework — keeping the small- 
fry interested via the antics of 
these quite literal fly-boys — some 
well-researched history is quietly 
imparted. 

“I believe that this is the first full- 
length animated film that’s based on 
a historical event,” contends Stas- 
sen. “It has never been done before, 
so we went to really great lengths to 
be accurate. NASA provided us with 
the original blueprints of the space 
capsule so we could design the sets 
and spaceship interiors accurate- 


ly. Also, all the exchanges between 
Mission Control and the astronauts 
are the actual transcript.” 

For a final flourish of authen- 
ticity, Aldrin himself steps into the 
animation to refute the foregoing. 
“I’m the real Buzz,” he announces, 
then tells viewers that “no contami- 
nates,” meaning flies, were on board 
for the flight. 

“We thought it might be a nice 
twist at the end to have one of the 
real guys come up and say some- 
thing,” Stassen says. “We were not 
sure if Buzz would go for it or not, 
but he really liked it. harry haun

nuanced instrument that’s equally 
appealing on a swaggering rocker 
or love lament. 

“Rag Doll” opens with Rodriguez 
singing falsetto, accompanied only by 
her tenor guitar, and it ranks among 
the album’s highlights. She mimics 
her fidgety fiddle on “Absence” and 
then wails with harmonies by Lucin- 
da Williams on “Mask of Moses.” 
And Rodriguez blends beautifully 
with Gary Louris singing two tunes 
they co-wrote. 

“She Ain’t Me” is best when the 
arrangements are sparse. Pro- 
ducer Malcolm Burn occasion- 
ally applies too much sweetener.

Q&A I For a movie that skewers 
organized religion, Bill Maher’s 
“Religulous” is, well, a little 
preachy. And Maher is fine with 
that. The documentary, director 
Larry Charles’ follow-up to 2006’s 
smash “Borat,” follows the irasci- 
ble comedian on an anti- spiritual 
journey from Jerusalem to a Jesus 
theme park in Florida. It’s due out

Lionsgate is taking the film to 
Toronto and releasing it wider in 
the fall, as Fox did with “Borat.” But 
the films are very different. 

“Borat” was a cherry bomb. It 
certainly had its controversial 
moments, but there is no greater 
taboo than organized religion. 


Your deal at HBO is up soon. Would 
you return to network TV? 

I might want to do it at a certain 
point in my life, when I felt tired 
of having to do a show where you 
really are engaged with the issues 
of the world.

Vendors find new 
ways to deliver taste 
on the boardwalk 

Here are three little words that 
might give the staunchest snacker 
pause: chocolate-covered bacon. 

It sounds so wrong. But it tastes 
just right, says Joseph Marini III, 
a fourth-generation candy maker 
who is selling the bacon bonbons 
at the Santa Cruz Boardwalk sea- 
side amusement park. 

“It’s not just for breakfast any- 
more,” he says with a grin. 

And this isn’t just a wacky West 
Coast thing. 

This year, Famous Dave’s at the 
Minnesota State Fair is rolling out 
Pig Lickers — dark chocolate-cov- 
ered bacon pieces sprinkled with 
sea salt. 

“It’s just, like, the most bizarre 
combination,” says fair spokeswom- 
an Brienna Schuette. “I actually 
really liked it. It was a good com- 
bination of sweet and salty.” 


Or you might find unorthodox 
couplings, such as salads of water- 
melon and feta or cotton candy with 
foie gras. 

“There’s a whole trend toward 
chefs pushing the boundaries,” says 
Page. “Chefs are trying to be more 
playful and incorporate new kinds 
of whimsy.” 

It’s hard to tell exactly where the 
dream of candy-coated breakfast 
meats started, but for Marini, the 
inspiration was a trip with some 
ski buddies a while back. 

“One guy came up with, Who 
doesn’t love bacon? Who doesn’t 
love chocolate? Let’s marry them 
together.’” 

So, Marini gave it a shot and 
after some trial and error — crisp-

The urge to create new flavor 
profiles is a natural for a field driv- 
en by creativity, says Karen Page, 
co-author with Andrew Dornen- 
burg of the forthcoming “The Fla- 
vor Bible,” a sort of field guide to 
flavor pairings. 

Chefs have two basic agents of 
change: using a different cooking 
method or mixing up flavors. So, a 
classic such as tomatoes and basil 
might get turned into tomato sor- 
bet with a basil sauce. 


Lopez, who on a recent foggy morn- 
ing had a quizzical look on his face 
as he began eating a sample at Mari- 
ni’s at the Beach. 

But he finished with a smile.
